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GRAND  DAD  BLUFF. 


RAVELLERS  approaching  the  city  of  La  Crosse  from 
the  north  or  the  south  find  themselves  hemmed  in  on 
either  side  by  a  chain  of  bluffs.  Those  who  are  ac- 
quainted with  the  location  of  the  city,  but  especially 
those  who  call  La  Crosse  their  home  town,  watch 
eagerly  for  a  glimpse  of  the  most  familiar  bluff,  old  Grand  Dad, 
to  tell  them  that  they  have  reached  their  destination.  There  is 
no  mistaking  Grand  Dad.  Like  a  faithful  sentinel  it  stands 
directly  east  of  the  city  with  its  broadest  side  overlooking  the 
valley.  It  appears  to  be  the  oldest,  the  most  weather-beaten, 
and  the  friendliest ;  and  to  all  residents  returning  after  an  ab- 
sence from  the  city  as  well  as  to  kindly  visitors  it  seems  to  ex- 
tend the  heartiest  of  welcomes. 

Other  bluffs,  too,  in  the  vicinity  have  their  own  particular 
names,  though  few,  even  of  the  oldest  inhabitants,  would  be 
able  thus  to  designate  them ;  but  hardly  any  one  spends  a  day 
in  La  Crosse  without  learning  at  least  the  name  of  Grand  Dad 
Bluff,  and  all  who  possibly  can  try  to  climb  to  the  very  top  from 
which  a  most  beautiful  view  of  the  city  is  to  be  had.  Standing 
on  the  summit  of  Grand  Dad  over  three  hundred  feet  above 
the  level  of  the  city,  sight-seers  behold  the  Mississippi  like  a 
stream  of  silver  silently  flowing  southward.  The  regular  and 
well-paved  streets  lined  on  either  side  with  beautiful  shade 
trees  appear  as  so  many  little  paths  crossing  and  re-crossing. 
Here  and  there  a  gilded  steeple  pointing  heavenward  betokens 
that  the  inhabitants  are  not  unmindful  of  their  Creator.  One 
massive  structure,  in  particular,  with  its  large  cross-mounted 
central  dome  and  four  smaller  steeples  and  figured  roof  of  tile 
and  glass  attracts  the  attention  of  strangers.  It  is  the  beautiful 
Chapel  of  Maria  Angelorum,  the  most  hallowed  sanctuary  of 
the  Franciscan  Sisters  of  the  Perpetual  Adoration.    Southwest 
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from  the  bluff  lies  the  peaceful  city  of  the  dead  with  its  marble 
and  granite  monuments  glistening  in  the  sunlight,  marking  the 
final  resting  places  of  its  silent  inhabitants.  To  the  north  and 
almost  at  the  foot  of  the  bluff,  in  strange  contrast  to  the  scene 
on  the  opposite  side,  may  be  viewed  the  beautiful  golf  grounds 
alive  with  lovers  of  pleasure.  The  view  of  La  Crosse  and  the 
surrounding  country  from  the  top  of  Grand  Dad  is  a  scene 
long  cherished  in  the  memory. 

Grand  Dad  cannot  be  scaled  on  the  side  facing  the  city. 
A  talus,  or  apron  of  earth,  reaches  over  half  way  up,  but  above 
this,  where  the  work  of  erosion  and  weathering  has  gone  on 
more  rapidly,  appear  bare  rocks  which  defy  the  most  daring 
and  reckless  climber.  There  is,  however,  a  good  road  winding 
around  the  entire  bluff  and  leading  to  the  top  along  which  one 
may  walk  leisurely  and  enjoy  all  the  beauty  of  the  surrounding 
landscape.  It  is  also  possible  to  reach  the  summit  by  climbing 
up  the  sides  of  the  bluff,  but  this  is  accomplished  with  much 
difficulty.  Few  sight-seers,  however,  have  been  able  to  resist 
the  temptation  to  take  a  short  cut  down  Grand  Dad.  The  side 
facing  the  south  and  near  the  front  edge  of  the  bluff  is  devoid 
of  trees  and  shrubs,  but  the  velvety  green  looks  so  inviting  and 
the  path  does  not  appear  so  steep  as  it  really  is  and  sometimes 
the  descent  on  this  side  is  bravely  attempted.  But  when  the 
traveller  feels  the  ground  receding  so  quickly  from  him  and 
sees  his  head  so  far  in  advance  of  his  feet,  he  experiences  a 
peculiar  sensation ;  and  realizing  that  he  has  nothing  but  the 
air  to  cling  to  he  soon  finds  it  safer  to  commit  himself  to 
Mother  Earth  and  roll  down  as  gracefully  as  possible,  endeavor- 
ing to  steer  shy  of  Canadian  thistles.  Just  before  reaching  the 
foot  of  Grand  Dad  he  makes  one  last  supreme  effort  to  gain 
a  foothold,  to  pluck  a  few  blossoms,  to  adjust  his  clothes,  and 
to  appear  happy  and  unconcerned  in  order  to  beguile  any  chance 
on-looker  into  thinking  that  he  has  been  gathering  flowers  on 
his  way  clown. 
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On  the  opposite  side  facing  the  north  is  a  very  steep  and 
irregular  foot  path,  but  here  there  are  many  trees  and  shrubs 
which  may  serve  as  brakes  on  the  steep  downward  course.  Oc- 
casionally a  small  sapling  is  taken  hold  of  for  support,  but  the 
traveller  is  soon  made  aware  of  the  fact  that  earthly  things  are 
frail  and  transient,  and  he  is  seen  going  at  a  terrific  speed, 
staring  straight  ahead,  his  eyes  fixed  as  in  death,  the  sapling, 
roots  and  all,  in  his  firm  grasp,  and  scattering  clods  of  earth 
in  the  air  about  him.  He  finally  succeeds  in  staying  his  course 
by  grasping  the  branch  of  a  tree,  to  which  he  clings  till  he  comes 
within  reach  of  another.  Thus  leaping  and  swinging  from 
branch  to  branch  in  a  way  that  would  do  credit  to  the  ancestors 
of  Darwin  and  Huxley,  he  finally  reaches  the  foot  of  Grand 
Dad.  If  several  are  going  down  the  same  path  it  is  more  de- 
lightful to  be  the  first,  since  those  in  the  rear  are  liable  to  get 
a  few  smart  lashes  from  the  branches  as  they  are  released  by 
those  in  advance.  Still  if  one  is  rather  sensitive  about  per- 
forming gymnastics  before  company  it  would  be  advisable  for 
him  to  travel  last  down  the  north  side  path  of  Grand  Dad. 
But  when  terra  firma  is  again  reached  and  neck  and  limbs  are 
unbroken,  all  agree  that  this  downward  trip  is  the  most  novel 
and  exhilarating  of  all  their  experiences. 

All  that  the  Great  Stone  Face  was  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  peaceful  valley  surrounding  it,  Grand  Dad  is  to  the  people 
dwelling  on  the  fair  plain  below.  Indeed,  it  is  even  more,  for 
it  is  the  special  property  of  every  man,  woman,  and  child  living 
in  La  Crosse  , having  been  purchased  by  the  city  some  years  ago 
from  private  owners.  Consequently,  there  are  no  forbidding 
barb  wire  fences  around  its  base  nor  "No  Tresspassing"  signs 
warding  off  those  whom  Nature  allures  to  enjoy  her  wealth  of 
beauty  so  lavishly  displayed  on  old  Grand  Dad.  This  bluff  is 
also  a  material  benefactor  of  the  city,  for  near  its  top  is  a  large 
quarry  of  fine  limestone,  and  half  way  up  Grand  Dad  is  a  great 
reservoir  into  which  the  water  supply  for  the  city  is  forced.   So 
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gazing  down  Upon  the  fair  city  at  its  base  old  Grand  Dad  can, 
in  all  truth,  say:    "1  gave  you  the  strong  and  solid  foundation 

for  your  beautiful  homes  and  fine  business  houses;  1  furnish 
the  material  for  the  massive  piers  supporting  the  bridge  which 
spans  the  mighty  Mississippi.  Your  tine  macadamized  roads 
you  owe  to  me.  The  government  made  your  city  dry,  but  my 
water  supply  will  never  fail  you.  You  and  your  children  have 
found  health  and  pleasure  in  my  company.  I  also  break  the 
Strong  winds  which  might  work  havoc  in  your  peaceful  valley." 

Hawthorne  says  that  it  was  a  happy  lot  for  children  to 
grow  up  to  manhood  or  to  womanhood  with  the  Great  Stone 
Pace  before  their  eyes.  Then  truly  fortunate  is  the  lot  of  those 
little  boys  and  girls,  of  those  youths  and  maidens,  who  have  the 
opportunity  of  studying  Nature  and  learning  all  her  secrets 
while  climbing  up  Grand  Dad.  Even  before  all  the  traces  of 
the  last  snowfall  have  disappeared,  eager  little  children  are 
seen  roaming  over  its  sloping  base  gathering  pasque  anemones. 
Some  few  weeks  later  their  little  flower  baskets  are  filled  with 
sweet  violets.  Only  the  most  wide-awake,  however,  find  the 
delicate  bloodroot  blossoms,  for  the  season  during  which  they 
bloom  is  so  very  short,  and  the  fortunate  ones  who  know  their 
hiding  places  never  tell  the  secret.  Then  when  the  sun  is  higher 
overhead,  and  dust  and  perspiration  disfigure  the  happy  little 
faces,  Grand  Dad  is  bestowing  upon  the  eager  flower  pickers 
columbines,  wild  geraniums,  Indian  moccasins,  and  many  other 
bright  and  variously  colored  blossoms.  And  when  vacation 
days  are  fast  drawing  to  a  close  there  begins  a  sharp  rivalry 
between  the  young  folk  and  the  little  bushy-tailed  squirrels, 
for  Grand  Dad  has  hazelnuts,  hickory  nuts,  and  butternuts  to 
offer  to  diligent  pickers.

Grand  Dad  appears  arrayed  in  the  deep  scarlet  of  the  sumac, 
the  brown  and  golden  of  the  oak,  and  the  various  bright  tints 
of  the  grape  vine  and  climbing  ivy.  Then  come  a  few  bitter 
cold  days.  Grand  Dad's  beautiful  clothing  withers  away,  and 
like  the  old  knight  doffing  his  velvet  hat  and  displaying  his 
hoary  head,  Grand  Dad's  crown  appears  in  snowy  whiteness; 
and  the  cheerful  chirping  of  the  birds  and  the  merry  chattering 
of  little  children  cease  until  the  advent  of  another  spring.

On  this  night 
in  particular,  his  mind  is  stimulated  by  suspicion  and  fear,  and 
now,  haunted  with  dreadful  thoughts  of  his  future,  he  tries 
to  plan  a  means  by  which  his  body  may  not  fall  a  victim  to  his 
enemies.  Without  a  solution,  he  retires,  determined  to  con- 
sult some  of  his  fellow  criminals  on  the  morrow. 

The  next  morning  he  meets  with  three  who  labor  in  the 
same  sphere  as  himself.  The  trio,  learned  scientists,  listen 
very  much  amused,  while  Isaac  relates  his  difficulty. 

"Ha!  ha!  ha!,"  laughed  the  first,  you  yellow-livered  side 
kicker,  what  care  you  whether  those  devils  try  to  find  your 
body?  Why,  those  fools  would  stand  a  better  chance  trying 
to  catch  a  bolt  of  lightning." 

"You  brainless  boob,"  added  the  second,  "your  skeleton 
would  be  a  poor  bait  for  a  mouse  trap,  and  why  would  those 
'sissies'  want  it?" 

"You  flint  eyed  boobs,"  replied  Isaac,  "it  aint  no  use  try- 
ing to  tell  me  nothing,  because  I  won't  run  no  chances  with 
nobody." 
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"Very  well,"  said  the  third,  "I  suppose  we  better  try  to 

sink  your  body  to  the  bottom  of  the  ocean  after  you  die." 

"I  got  it."  said  the  second,  in  an  ironical  tone,  "we'll  bury 
you  in  the  clouds." 

But  Isaac's  face  did  not  change,  and  with  determination 
in  his  voice  he  spoke:  "I  aint  kidding  youse,  and  1  mean  it. 
If  you  fix  up  something  so  they  don't  get  me,  I'll  give  you  a 
hundred  thousand  dollars." 

Three  scientific  minds  work  together  for  two  long  weeks, 
and  the  result  is  that  they  plan  a  device  by  which  the  body  of 
this  criminal  may  be  buried  in  the  clouds.  This  contraption, 
when  built,  is  to  resemble  a  balloon.  It  is  to  consist  of  two 
separate  parts,  the  balloon  proper,  and  a  special  receptacle  sus- 
pended beneath,  wherein  the  body  may  be  placed.

the  event  that  in  time  it  should  come  to  the  ground,  the  body 
of  their  friend  will  be  far  out  of  the  reach  of  man.  Con- 
sequently, they  decide  to  give  the  outer  surface  a  light  coat 
of  highly  magnetized  steel  having  a  strong  affinity  for  the 
North  Magnetic  Pole.  The  lower  part  is  to  be  camouflaged  so 
as  to  deceive  those  that  might  accidently  see  it  from  the  ground. 
With  these  plans  in  view  they  seek  a  secluded  spot,  and  here  in 
secret  they  commence  their  new  undertaking.  In  two  months 
it  is  completed. 

Three  months  later,  Isaac  is  taken  sick,  and  begrudging 
the  price  he  would  have  to  pay  a  good  doctor,  he  calls  in  a 
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quack,  who  after  diagnosing  his  case  pronounces  it  the  "flu." 
Isaac  is  confined  to  bed,  and  no  inducement  can  persuade  him 
to  hire  a  nurse.  The  doctor,  after  the  necessary  treatment, 
leaves  him  alone,  promising,  however,  to  return  in  two  hours' 
time.  In  the  absence  of  the  doctor  and  his  friends,  he  has  re- 
course to  the  medicine  left  by  the  doctor.  It  is  a  small  bottle 
of  chloroform  which  had  been  mislabled.  In  bringing  it  to  his 
lips,  he  accidently  spills  the  drug,  and  is  soon  under  its  sopori- 
ferous  influence. 

At  a  late  hour  the  doctor  and  the  three  scientists  simul- 
taneously return.  A  careless  examination  by  this  quack  re- 
sults in  his  pronouncing  the  patient  dead.  Because  of  a  con- 
tagious disease  he  suggests  a  hasty  burial ;  and  for  this  reason 
embalming  is  ommited. 

An  hour  later,  in  the  dead  of  night,  the  three  scientists 
convey  the  body  of  their  comrade  to  their  secret  hiding  place, 
and  without  ceremony  the  body  is  placed  in  the  casket,  sus- 
pended by  the  balloon.  The  lid  is  thought  hermetically  sealed ; 
and  after  drawing  the  air  from  the  balloon,  by  means  of  a 
pump,  the  heavy  ropes  are  cut,  and  the  contraption,  carrying 
their  fellow  criminal,  is  launched  in  the  air,  and  soon  in  the 
dark  it  disappears  among  the  clouds. 

The  balloon  rises  some  four  miles,  but  as  its  weight  has 
been  miscalculated,  it  rests  in  a  heavier  atmosphere ;  and  a  slight 
breeze  coming  from  the  North  impedes  any  movement  that 
might  be  made  by  the  attraction  of  the  North  Magnetic  Pole.

In  the  meantime,  Isaac  receiving  enough  air  through  a 
small  screw  hole  overlooked  by  the  artificers  of  this  contrap- 
tion, receives  enough  air  to  sustain  life,  and  now  after  two 
hours  time,  he  slowly  recovers  from  the  effects  of  the  drug.

Soon  he  recovers,  and  with  his  imagination  branch- 
ing out  in  many  channels,  he  is  confronted  with  the  most  hor- 
rible possibilities.

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OUR  SISTERS  IN  FUTURE  EDUCATION. 


T  is  with  a  hopeful  and  cheerful  countenance,  despite 
the  efforts  directed  against  it,  that  we  should  view 
religious  education  in  the  future.  With  the  proper 
aid  and  stimulus  there  are  possibilities  to  be  realized 
which  upon  slight  reflection  scarcely  manifest  them- 
selves or  their  hope  of  attainment. 

The  Catholic  Schools  taught  by  Sisters  have  a  vast  field  of 
activity  open  to  them,  a  field  heretofore  untraversed,  a  field 
full  of  opportunities  for  the  improvement  of  social,  moral, 
economic,  industrial  and  religious  conditions.  The  complexity 
of  our  present  day  society  or  social  organization  makes  this 
state  of  affairs  possible.  The  Catholic  school  ought  to  be  the 
center  of  every  phase  of  action  in  the  parish.  No  longer  will 
it  suffice  for  the  Sisters  to  know  in  a  general  way  the  status  of 
the  parish.  They  must  become  interested  in  its  social  activities, 
its  economic  and  industrial  struggles.  In  so  far  as  the  Catholic 
school  becomes  a  vitalizing  powder  in  the  various  enterprises  of 
the  community  will  it  be  a  potent  factor  in  training  Catholic 
youth  for  the  demands  of  the  complex  social  life  in  which  we 
live. 

In  order  that  the  Catholic  school  may  adequately  occupy 
its  place  in  future  civilization,  and  there  is  not  the  least  doubt 
that  it  has  a  most  stupendous  mission  to  fulfill,  its  teachers  must 
be  skillfully  and  carefully  trained.  The  Sisters  who  teach  in  our 
Catholic  schools  are  seldom,  if  ever  lacking  in  zeal.  They  are 
as  a  rule  filled  with  zeal  for  God's  glory  and  not  their  own. 
There  must  be  various  manifestations  of  zeal,  and  here  lies  the 
hardest  part  of  their  beneficent  work.  To  be  filled  with  the 
spirit  of  Christ  is  an  essential  requisite  of  every  teacher,  and 
an  adequate  understanding  of  this  spirit  comes  only  after  years 
of  study  and  long  practice  of  virtue.    A  remarkable  quality  in 
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Our  Lord's  method  of  teaching  was  the  simple  way  He  had 
of  adapting  Himself  and  His  subject  to  His  auditors,  to  the 
time,  place,  and  circumstance.  This  adaptation  must  be  the 
fruit  of  study  for  the  Sisters  who  undertake  the  training  of 
Catholic  boys  and  girls. 

The  seed  of  adaptation  or  adjustment  to  ever-changing 
conditions  should  be  sown  in  the  novitiate,  where  the  novice 
learns  the  principles  of  the  religious  life.  It  is  one  of  the 
constituents  of  a  well-directed  zeal.  The  novitiate  extends 
over  a  period  of  two  years.  One  of  these  is  generally  spent, 
or  should  be,  in  the  study  of  the  essentials  of  the  interior  life. 
During  this  year  the  novice  is  given  more  religious  training, 
she  is  led  to  self-knowledge  and  to  self-realization.  Her  faults 
are  gently  corrected  and  practices  in  virtue  inculcated.  Here 
her  character  is  firmly  moulded, — she  is  taught  to  be  a  true 
religious.  Specially  trained  teachers  are  afforded  her  so  that 
her  conception  of  religion  and  religious  will  not  remain  within 
the  narrow  confines  of  her  own  experience.  Separate  classes 
in  the  training  of  the  novices  are  arranged  to  suit  the  mentality 
of  the  various  members.  All  important  it  is  that  such  training 
be  given  her  as  will  enable  her  to  impersonate  the  spirit  of  her 
Divine  Model  and  to  adjust  herself  easily  to  all  conditions. 
Hers  truly  ought  to  be  an  interior  life,  a  life  of  the  spirit,  a 
life  in  which  self  will  is  ever  subservient  to  the  will  of  God. 
It  is  a  hidden  life  such  as  St.  Paul  commends:  "Let  your  life 
be  hidden  with  Christ  in  God." 

When  she  emerges  from  this  year  of  spiritual  forma- 
tion her  character  and  habits  are  tolerably  established,  and  she 
is  now  ready  to  pursue  other  studies  which  will  specificially 
prepare  her  for  a  life  of  teaching.  This  training  should  be 
undertaken  with  no  less  care  than  the  one  which  grounded  her 
in  the  religious  life.  Sisters  of  exceptional  qualities  of  mind 
and  soul  are  provided.  It  is  perhaps  desirable  that  the  novice 
be  given  an  opportunity  in  practice  teaching  under  supervision 
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before  she  is  sent  forth  to  take  direct  charge  of  a  school  room. 
This  will  -how  her  teaching  ability,  and  will  enable  the  super- 
visor to  give  her  many  helpful  suggestions — preventing  much 
loss  of  time  and  perhaps  many  serious  mistakes. 

Lastly,  it  might  be  well  to  consider  the  influence  that 
religions  congregations  have  upon  the  general  social  life  in  the 
locality  in  which  they  exist.  It  appears,  and  statistics  will 
verify  the  statement,  that  the  standard  of  morality  is  higher 
in  a  place  where  a  religious  congregation  is  situated  than  in 
one  where  no  such  communities  are  found.  They  are  truly 
"silent  teachers,"  as  Elisabeth  Harrison  might  call  them. 

On  the  individuals  with  whom  the  Sisters  come  in  con- 
tact their  influence  is  especially  marked.  If  they  be  fervent 
religious,  possessed  with  an  interest,  an  intense,  personal  in- 
terest, in  their  pupils,  their  power  for  good  is  unlimited.  On 
the  contrary,  if  they  be  lax  or  uninterested  in  their  pupils' 
welfare  they  will  fail  to  bring  hearts  to  the  practise  of  virtue 
which  their  Divine  Spouse  so  ardently  desires.  That  their  in- 
fluence may  always  tell  for  the  best,  it  is  evident  that  they  must 
have  a  right  idea  of  society  in  general,  its  aspirations  and  its 
needs.  No  narrow  distorted  mind  that  seeks  evil  to  condemn 
it  only,  and  not  to  correct  it,  will  answer,  but  a  mind  that  seeks 
the  possibilities  this  age  affords  and  aims  to  direct  them  so  as 
to  make  life  on  earth  more  complete  and  the  society  of  the 
elect  more  numerous.

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THE  POLITICAL  SITUATION. 

The  year  19 19  was  an  eventful  one.  How  shall  it  be  with 
1920?  One  of  the  great  events  of  this  year  will  be  the  president- 
ial election.  This  event  has  always  been  one  of  great  importance, 
and  indeed  it  should  be;  for  by  means  of  our  vast  political  ma- 
chinery this  nation  of  one  hundred  and  ten  millions  is  enabled 
to  select  the  man  who  is  to  be  their  executive  for  the  coming 
four  years ;  the  man  who  is  to  pilot  the  ship  of  state ;  the  man 
of  brains  who  is  to  govern  wisely  our  great  United  States. 

Such  a  privilege  only  a  free  and  independent  people  can 
possess,  and  the  man  to  be  elected  need  not  be  born  among  the 
aristocratic  class.  On  the  contrary,  he  may  be  as  Lincoln,  a 
humble  rail  splitter,  or  like  Garfield  from  behind  the  plow  he 
may  rise  to  fill  the  presidential  chair.  From  the  lowest  ranks 
of  the  laboring  class,  by  persistent  effort  he  may  attain  the  goal 
which  every  school  boy  is  given  as  a  star  to  which  he  may 
hitch  his  wagon. 
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This  great  office  requires  not  brains  alone  but  courage  and 
conviction  as  well,  initiative  and  unconquerable  will.  A  man 
to  fill  this  chair  must  be  fitted,  we  say,  for  the  task,  but  how  he 
is  to  be  fitted  is  not  usually  discussed.  The  man  of  the  pro- 
fessions, lawyer  or  professor,  can  fill  this  office.  He  is  not, 
however,  the  only  one  whose  shoulders  are  able  to  bear  the 
burden  entrusted  to  them  by  his  fellowmen.  The  business  man 
also  may  have  the  necessary  ability  to  fill  it,  provided  he  be 
of  the  right  calibre. 

Heretofore  our  Presidents  have  been  elected  from  the 
different  professions.  As  a  rule  lawyers  have  the  great  ma- 
jority to  their  credit, — next  in  line  follow  our  general  and  mil- 
itary heroes.  But  what  about  the  business  man  in  politics? 
Of  him  you  seldom  hear,  probably  because  he  does  not  exist, 
or  if  he  does  it  is  in  such  small  numbers  as  to  attract  little  or 
no  attention.  There  is  no  law  forbidding  the  business  man  to 
mingle  in  politics,  and  there  is  to-day  no  greater  business  than 
the  reconstruction  of  the  world.  That  is  the  business  with 
which  the  president  of  the  coming  term  must  busy  himself, 
and  it  is  a  problem  that  is  worthy  of  the  skill  and  shrewdness 
of  the  best  business  genius  of  our  time.  The  business  man 
who  manages  and  controls  large  industries  and  concerns  would 
have  had  experience  to  a  large  degree  in  matters  that  require 
executive  ability.  Hence  he  could  without  difficulty  step  into 
the  presidential  chair.  To  him  it  would  be  no  new  game,  but 
merely  an  advancement  into  a  bigger  line  of  business;  the  en- 
largement of  his  concern  so  as  to  have  its  interests  connected 
with  the  country  as  a  whole  instead  of  with  one  small  section  as 
formerly. 

The  business  man  can  succeed  in  politics,  and  a  concrete 
example  of  such  a  man  we  have  in  Herbert  C.  Hoover,  our 
food  administrator,  a  business  man  in  every  sense  of  the  word, 
and  one  who  has  used  his  skill  in  a  business-like  manner  in  the 
food  control  to  such  an  extent  as  to  show  beyond  doubt  that 
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business  methods  can  be  applied  to  politics  with  gratifying 
success. 

The  presidential  race  is  merely  in  its  beginning.  Not  all 
the  contestants  have  as  yet  entered  the  race,  hut  now  as  never 
before,  cur  country  stands  in  need  of  a  husiness  man  at  its 
head.  There  can  be  no  larger  business  than  the  reconstruction 
of  the  world.  The  affairs  of  this  old  world  are  now  in  such 
a  tangle  as  a  result  of  the  war  that  a  business  man  is  needed 
to  balance  the  books  and  carefully  itemize  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures in  order  that  this  world  of  ours  may  not  go  bank- 
rupt but  may  once  more  tread  the  path  of  peace  and  prosperity. 

Let's  have  a  business  man, — if  not  Hoover,  then  one 
equally  trained  in  the  science  of  big  business.

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Since  the  weather  forbids  outdoor  drill,  the  students  are 
engaged  in  theoretical  instruction.  Military  classes  have  been 
organized  and  instructors  chosen  from  among  the  cadet  officers, 
under  the  supervision  of  Colonel  King.  The  sections  are  ar- 
ranged according  to  the  courses  in  military  instruction,  the 
sophomores  taking  the  second  year  basic  course,  and  the  fourth 
academics  and  freshmen  taking  the  first  year  basic  course. 

The  subjects  have  proved  interesting  because  of  their  wide 
scope,  ranging  from  the  school  of  the  soldier  to  topography. 
After  the  school  of  the  soldier  and  manual  of  arms  were  mas- 
tered, aiming  exercises  were  introduced.  New  French  aiming 
devices  are  being  used.  That  they  have  been  successful  is 
quite  evident  from  the  results  of  target  practice. 

The  second  year  course  covers  topography,  with  a  special 
course  in  map  reading  and  map  making.  Large  maps  used  in 
the  world  war  afford  the  students  a  knowledge  of  practical 
methods  in  map  construction. 

Father  Hoffmann,  our  chaplain,  gave  a  talk  on  "Morale," 
emphasizing  the  importance  of  clean  living  in  the  life  of 
soldiers,  their  appearance  and  influence  in  social  life.  He  also 
spoke  of  the  responsibility  of  the  soldier  to  the  nation,  and 
attributed  our  success  in  war  to  the  high  standard  of  morale  so 
characteristic  of  the  American  soldier. 
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A  range  has  been  constructed  in  St.  Joseph's  Hall,  and 
every  evening  a  number  of  cadets  are  shooting  on  the  range. 
That  most  of  the  cadets  are  born  marksmen  is  shown  by  their 
record  in  target  practice.  The  record  consists  of  two  ranges, 
one  of  fifty  feet  and  another  of  seventy-five,  in  the  prone, 
kneeling  and  standing  positions. 

The  bullseye  is  one  and  a  quarter  inches  in  diameter  and 
has  two  rings  four  and  eight  inches  in  diameter.  A  hit  within 
the  ring  counts  five  points,  the  next  four,  and  the  outside  ring 
three.  Outside  of  the  rings  but  within  a  ten  inch  square  counts 
two  points.  So  far  there  has  been  only  one  range  used,  the 
kneeling  position  at  fifty  feet.  John  Burns  and  George  Schmitz 
have  the  highest  score,  making  ninety-one  out  of  a  possible 
hundred. 

Sergeant  McCann  from  Camp  Pike  was  selected  to  take 
the  place  of  Sergt.  Ruark  as  military  instructor.  Sergt.  Mc- 
Cann is  a  competent  instructor,  having  seen  foreign  service  in 
France  with  the  Third  Division  and  having  taken  part  in  four 
major  operations.  He  has  charge  of  the  supply  room  and  is 
active  in  the  instruction  of  the  Senior  Division. 

The  course  of  instruction  for  the  second  semester  will 
start  February  second  and  will  cover  map  reading,  battalion 
drill,  and  ceremonies,  besides  the  regular  schedule.  The  sem- 
ester examination  in  military  tactics  was  held  January  twenty- 
seventh,  nearly  all  the  cadets  passing  a  successful  examination.

Archbishop's 
Visit 


On  the  first  Sunday  after  the  holiday  vacation  the  College 
was  honored  by  a  visit  from  our  Most  Reverend  Archbishop. 
His    Grace    presided    at    Vespers    and    gave 
Solemn  Pontifical  Benediction  of  the  Blessed 
Sacrament. 

Before  Benediction,  the  Archbishop  addressed  the  stu- 
dents, taking  his  thought  from  the  gospel  of  the  Epiphany. 
In  the  adorers* at  the  Crib,  he  said,  we  see  types  of  various 
classes  of  Christians.  Among  these,  however,  is  one  who  has 
no  counterpart  in  history;  the  blessed  Mary  is  unique  and 
unapproachable.  She  is  a  type  of  no  particular  class,  but  an 
ideal  for  all  who  aspire  to  godliness. 

The  Epiphany  meant  a  new  light  to  the  gentile  world, 
and  it  means  the  same  to  our  individual  lives.  The  soul  to 
which  that  light  is  revealed  must  be  other  than  it  was  before 
the  revelation.  Even  into  Mary's  soul  that  light  brought  a 
larger  life  and  ampler  vision  of  God's  blessed  providence; 
and  so  also  it  brought  a  clearer  insight  into  the  Divine  to  St. 
Joseph,  the  Shepherds,  and  the  Wise  Men  from  the  East. 
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The  man  to  whom  Christ,  the  light  of  the  world,  is  re- 
vealed, must  be  different  from  those  who  sit  in  darkness.  That 
new  light  must  shine  in  his  life  by  prayer,  by  Christian  con- 
viction, by  self-denial,  and  by  complete  conformity  of  his  will 
to  the  will  oi  God. 

1  lis  Grace  exhorted  the  students  to  look  within  their  souls, 
to  ask  whether  the  light  of  Christ  guides  all  their  actions,  and 
by  lives  of  Christian  duty  to  make  this  world  brighter,  better, 
happier — a  foretaste  of  the  blessedness  of  Heaven.

Russell  P.  Burns  and  Theora  Clary,  both  of  Lawler,  Iowa, 
were  married  in  the  church  of  Our  Lady  of  Mount  Carmel, 
Lawler,  January  26.  Father  D.  H.  Russell  of  Dubuque  Col- 
lege, a  cousin  of  the  groom,  was  the  officiating  priest.  Mr. 
Burns  is  one  of  the  successful  farmers  of  his  locality.  The 
bride  and  groom  will  be  at  home  to  their  friends  on  their  farm 
near  Lawler  after  February  15. 


Work  in  the  choir  has  begun  in  earnest.  The  members  of 
this  organization  were  delighted  with  a  new  rehearsal  room 
when  they  returned  from  vacation.  The  room  is  in  Loras 
Hall.  Its  cheerful  appearance  and  location  adds  to  the  spirit 
the  boys  take  in  the  work.  Dr.  Dress  is  now  preparing  the 
choir  for  Easter.  He  assures  us  that  from  now  on  the  students 
will  make  rapid  progress.  Nothing  is  more  helpful  in  an  or- 
ganization like  the  choir  than  encouragement.  Dr.  Dress  has 
received  this  encouragement  in  the  form  of  several  requests 
to  give  concerts  outside  the  city.  The  most  notable  request 
has  been  received  by  His  Grace,  Archbishop  Keane,  from 
Joseph  Bonnet,  who  is  remembered  by  Dubuquers  for  the  re- 
cital that  was  given  by  him  in  the  Cathedral  last  Spring.  He 
is  recognized  as  one  of  the  world's  greatest  organists  and  is 
an  authority  on  Gregorian  Chant. 

The  following  is  a  translation  from  the  French  of  the 
letter  addressed  to  Archbishop  Keane  by  this  distinguished 
artist : 
To  the  Archbishop  of  Dubuque. 

My  dear  Monsignor:  In  the  name  of  the  Pontifical  In- 
stitute of  Sacred  Music,  I  have  the  honor  to  make  known  to 
you  a  project  very  dear  to  Catholic  hearts. 

The  committee  has  the  intention  of  asking  that  incompar- 
able master,  the  pious  Benedictine,  Abbot  Doni  Mocquereau, 
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to  come  in  person  to  direct  the  ceremonies  of  the  Congress  of 
Sacred  Music  to  be  held  this  year  in  New  York.  The  dates 
chosen  are  June  I,  2,  and  3.  The  general  program  will  be  as 
follows : 

June  1.     Pontifical  Mass.     Vespers. 

June  2.     Pontifical  Mass   for  all  the  soldiers  that  died 
during  the  war. 

June  3.     Pontifical   Mass  of   Corpus   Christi,   with   pro- 
cession of  the  Blessed  Sacrament. 

We  do  not  wish  to  hold  a  festival,  but  a  "Triduum"  of 
prayers  in  harmony  with  the  mind  of  Mother  Church. 
We  hope  to  make  this  event  one  of  beautiful,  solemn  prayer, 
according  to  the  wish  and  direction  of  Pius  X.  We  expect  to 
do  great  good  for  souls.  With  respectful  confidence  we  hum- 
bly ask  Your  Grace  to  kindly  bless  our  project,  and  to  permit 
us  to  place  your  venerable  name  on  the  committee  of  Arch- 
bishops. If  the  duties  of  your  Episcopate  will  allow,  we  would 
be  pleased  to  have  you  honor  the  ceremonies  of  our  "Triduum" 
with  your  presence. 

The  details  of  the  program  will  be  published  soon.  If 
the  choir  of  your  college,  which  is  so  well  directed  by  Dr. 
Dress,  could  come  and  lend  its  help,  we  should  be  very  grate- 
ful for  the  favor

The  band  made  its  first  appearance  at  the  basketball  game 
played  Jan.  17.  It  was  a  great  surprise  for  the  students,  for 
only  a  few  rehearsals  were  held.  It  made  a  fine  showing,  how- 
ever, and  the  prospects  are  great  for  having  the  best  band  in 
the  history  of  the  College. 

The  orchestra  is  busy  getting  ready  for  any  call  that  it  may 
receive.  Dr.  Dress  wishes  to  make  the  orchestra  a  better  known 
organization  this  year.  We  feel  confident  that  it  will  be  a  big 
success,  since  the  project  is  being  directed  by  him. 


Immediately  after  the  holidays,  Coach  Martin  resumed 
his  work  in  basketball.  From  the  beginning  it  was  evident 
that  the  team  would  be  light  and  that  speed  must  be  the  big 
factor  in  the  coming  contests.  Father  Steffen  arranged  a  heavy 
schedule  for  the  basket  tossers,  the  big  tilt  of  the  season  being 
played  February  19,  with  Notra  Dame  University.  Although 
Notre  Dame  is  not  strong  in  basketball,  it  is  expected  to  put 
up  a  healthy  argument. 

Coach  Martin  selected  Noonan  and  Long,  both  letter  men, 
as  the  nucleus  around  which  to  build  his  team.  Both  are  fast 
and  clever,  having  played  together  for  the  past  three  years. 
Noonan,  captain  of  this  year's  team,  is  again  playing  running 
guard  and  going  in  mid-season  form.  Long  is  playing  his 
usual  stellar  game  at  forward  and  is  making  more  baskets  than 
ever. 

Meyer,  because  of  his  speed  in  handling  the  ball  and  ac- 
curacy in  passing  and  shooting,  makes  an  excellent  running 
mate  for  Long,  and  is  improving  steadily. 

Blake,  captain  of  last  year's  Academy  team,  was  selected 
for  the  pivot  position  on  account  of  his  aggressiveness  and 
ability  to  jump.  He  is  a  heady  player  and  handles  himself  on 
the  floor  with  the  ease  of  a  veteran. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  Coach  Martin  was  at  loss 
to  find  a  competent  standing  guard,  but  after  a  few  nights 
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practice,  he  discovered  a  real  player  in  Winn.  Winn  is  a 
speedy  youngster,  fast  on  his  feet,  and  built  to  withstand  the 
attacks  of  an  opposing  team. 

The  Academic  men,  organized  since  the  holidays,  have 
won  the  two  games  played  thus  far.  On  Thursday  night,  Jan- 
uary 15,  they  defeated  St.  Mary's  High  School  of  this  city 
by  a  score  of  13  to  9.  A  week  later  they  went  to  Galena,  com- 
ing back  with  another  victory,  winning  from  the  Galena  High 
School  by  a  score  of  20  to  12. 

Besides  the  varsity  and  high  school  schedule  a  series  of 
intercompany  games  has  been  arranged,  and  a  silver  loving 
cup  is  offered  as  a  trophy  for  the  company  winning  the  regi- 
mental championship. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  the  tennis  courts  at  St. 
Joseph  hall  were  flooded,  and  they  make  an  excellent  skating 
rink.  Skiing  is  becoming  as  populer  as  skating  for  those  who 
love  outdoor  sports.  The  many  steep  hills  and  terraces  near 
the  College  offer  a  fine  field  for  this  exhilirating  exercise.

The  initial  game  of  the  season  showed  that  we  have  a 
speedy  team.  In  the  first  period  both  quints  were  rather  slow 
in  getting  started,  and  the  result  of  twenty  minutes  play  was 
1 5  to  1 1  in  favor  of  Dubuque. 

However,  in  the  second  period,  the  Cadets  hit  their  stride 
and  played  the  visitors  off  their  feet.  Noonan  started  things 
with  a  long  shot,  and  then  followed  a  volley  of  baskets  which 
dazzled  the  Wartburg  quintet.  Their  defense  weakened  and 
from  then  on  they  were  unable  to  stop  Coach  Martin's  tossers. 

To  pick  out  the  stars  would  be  a  difficuft  task.  Blake's 
aggressiveness  and  floor  work  were  important  factors  in  the 
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contest,  while  the  work  of  Long  and  Meyers  is  equally  com- 
mendable. Out  of  five  free  throws,  Long  scored  four  points.
